How the Spiritusnl Medinms Perform-—
Intoresting Revelntioas,

A writer in the London Morning Slar gives s
long deseription of the methods by which an
smateur confuror, nawed Addison, exposes the
trickery of the “spiriton]l medinme.” Mr, Addi-
son Los opencd an exhibition in London o a
private house, the diving-room coutmuning she
muchinery emploved to produce the eifects,
The mysterious rups are made by means of an
eleetric battery, aod the process 1z thos de
seribed i —

VRAPPINGT BY BLECTRICITY.

Mr. Addison expluined td mo that the great
thing was to be able to have the knockiug done
without apparently woviog, How dud he ac-
complish this ¥ There were two or three spots
inthe floor where a little knob, imperceptiple
unless pointed out, prowuded without ecoming
thiough the carpet, 1 sitting at the table, Mr,
Addison could touch one of (hese with his foot,
Or he could go to tue wantlepiece tor o hight
and touch anotber. The result would be that
un electric¢ bell would be get going down stalrs
where o servant woold pe in waiting to set
electric butteries in commuuication with a little
tapping apparatus. I went down into the base-
